(Band salaries 
for the same period amount to $27,447 and current expenses to $9800, a total 
of $37,247. The total for both military and (band, which the Governor proposes 
to save, is $63,107. Another wholesale cdt is that of the Land Registration 
Court as shown in the table. Still others, under the Health bureau,,are the 
subsidies to hospitals and pay of Government physicians. 


The heaviest departmental shave is that of 70 per cent in the Secretary's 


office. This is mostly accounted for by the abandonment of a Government ex- 
hibit at St Louis, for which the Legislature appropriated $30,000, but prob^ 
ably the $3000 incidentals and $3000 state entertainments ate trimmed. The 
table of reductions is as follows;

receipts, not profits, and that., more- 
over, the company were paying their 
full quota of taxes demanded "by law. 
Not being able to refute '"the latter 
statement, the government officials re-' 
tired and consulted, with the result 
that they returned with a demand that 
the exact collections of each -anil every 
one of the thousands , of sales agents 
throughout Russia be reported, to the 
TQovernment.

The ship KenOworth, St Glair, mas- 


ter, arrived in port on Sunday, forty 
days from logo, Japan. The Kenll- 
worth is a ship with a history; years 
ago she was burned at Port Costa, and 
later was purchased' by Arthur Sewalr 
& Co., of Bath, Maine, for forty thous- 
and dollars, and after being put in 
thorough repair she was placed in the 
trade between New York and China, 
with occasional visits to Honolulu.

promised %ted;»c^on of Isalarles. For- 
ester Hosmer and Assistant Superin- 
tendent Howland are among the names 
mentioned of valuable men wHo** arV 
likely to quit in case of reduction in 
salaries, although in both cases as- 
surances have been "given that no 
recommendation* for a cut win be 
made. What the legislature wfll do is 
another question, as It may not recog- 
nize the necessity of leaving the sal- 
aries of the professional men' in the 
' employ of the government up to the 


figures which, are current on the main- 
land. Both, to 'the Department of Pub- 
lic Works and the Board of Agricul- 
ture which is under that department, 
there are a number of skilled men en- 
gineers, entomologists, etc., who are 
'likely to refuse a reduction in salaiy 
and the same may be said of some 
other bureaus of the gover-iment. 


Among, the teachers, also, there is 


considerable complaint and some resig- 
nations may follow, if the proposed 
reduction, of salaries is carried' out. 
Some of the teachers were brought to 
the islands by the Board of Education 
with promises of a specific salary, and 
these men and 'women wffl object 
strenuously to any -violation of the In- 
ducements field out'to them. There 
has been considerable talk already of 
resignations in some of the ; schools, 
and every teacher is objecting to the 
suggestion that their vacation pay be 
cut out They claim that they were 
employed at an annual rate which is 
paid in twelve monthly installment* 
instead of ten, the number of working 
months. This has been done by the 
Board of. Education under an old rule, 
by which It was intended to keep the 
teachers from want during the sum- 
mer months, it having been contem- 
plated as a guard against the Improvi- 
dence of Hawaiian teachers, years ago. 
These teachers claim that "it is a vto- 
' latton of contract to contemplate the 
cutting out or the vacation salaries, 


" to which they are entitled in any event, 
in proportion to the number of months 
they have been employed. 


The reduction of the running ex- 


penses of the government to fit the 
income of the Territory, without se- 
.rlotuly impairing the efficiency of cer- 
tain .branches of government is the 
' one vital problem which Governor Car- 
ter and the Legislature will have to 
encounter at the special session.

, Eight thousand, one hundred and 
three dollars is the sum per month 
which High Sheriff Brown has figured 
on saving to the territorial'govern- 
ment in the wholesale reduction of ex- 
penses ordered by Governor Carter. 
The High Sheriff arrived at thl* figure 
yesterday and will -turn bls*achedule 
over to the Governor today. 
• This will amount to~*>7;23ft per an- 
num, but ,the police »rc£~ throughout 
the inlands win Iw'grtatly Wucsd in 
size. To accomplish this reduction the' 
High Sheriff has recommended the fol- 
lowing reduction of "the "mounted' and 
foot police throughout the islands:

The High Sheriff (has also recom- 


mended some material changes in the 
method of using prison labor for pub- 
lic works. In the past U has been the 
habit of the police department to in- 
clude in ito ;estlmates, payrolls 'for 
.tunas for prisoners who are sent out' 
to work in the Quarries, parks, streets, 
etc. Whenever the Public Works J>e- 
partment desired prisoners to perform 
work, they,were aupplied from _*he 
prison, and a luna was sent with each 
gang. These lunaa were paid out of 
the police appropriations. ' 


The High Sheriff has cut off ten 


lunas, each receiving $75 per month, 
making a saving of $750 per month, or 
19,000 per annum. In future- it the 
Public Works department desires pris- 
oners .to work, it must supply the 
lunaa. The High Sheriff is of the 
opinion-that the police appropriation 
has been used to further worfr of the 
Public Work* Department without be- 
ing compensated. 


The fund for coronert Inquest fees, 


and witness fees in criminal .cases, 
may also be done away with if the 
High Sheriffs, recommendations are 
followed throughout. Tees of the lat- 
ter kind have only been in force in the 
past few years, and were never in- 
cluded In appropriations under tbe 
monarchy.

For Honolulu the High Sheriff has 


cut out three mounted police, nine foot 
police, one humane officer and four 
other attaches. 


The cuts made in all branches of tbe 


police system have been required to 
bring ..the actual cost of running the 
department to $285.700, the lump figure 
suggested, by Governor Carter. 


The maintenance of'prisoners is a 


big Item and cannot oe cut down 
much. One expense to the police de- 
partment is unique. About fifty Fed- 
eral prisoners on ;:an. average are de- 
tained at the Oahu Prison every 
month. For these the United States 
pays to the territory fifty cents each; 
per day for food,' etc., 'supplied. Ttie 
police department Is compelled to 
maintain the' prisoners ojjt of its ap- 
propriations, but the money paid by 
the Federal government is turned over 
to Treasurer Eepoikal as a territorial 
realization, and is not applied to the 
police appropriation. The. department 
is therefore out.about $300 per month.

he was then called, and the trial came 
on,to an early hearing. No objection 
was made to the Jury, and.no cross- 
examination of witnesses, save the last 
and only important one, who swore 
that he knew the parties/saw the shot 
fired by Grayson, saw him tub away, 
and picked up the deceased, who died 
instantly. 


"The evidence of gout and Identity 


was morally certain. The attendance 
was large, the interest intense. (Stay- 
son's mother, began to wonder, 
'Abraham remained silent so long, and 
why be didn't do something!' The peo 
pie finally rested.- Jphe -fall,'lawyer 
(Lincoln} stood no and eyed the stems 
witness in silence, without books- or 
notes, and slowly began his defense by 
these questions:
